I do have the schematic that's downloadable via the RBH section on the mil 
list page at http://sva.theriver.com/millist/m18.html#a3529 -- a good start, 
but just a start, since component values aren't included. 


In particular, since the RBH-1 is a variation on the NC-100A-series 
receivers (it's "actually" an NC-156-1), I'm wondering if NC-100A or RAO 
documentation, which I see is available commercially, might be a useful 
jumping off point for doping out the RBH-1, at least from a physical-basics 
point of view. Its divergences from NC-100Ahood include an additional 6K7 RF 
stage and the modification of the AF output circuitry to take a 6K6GT rather 
than a 6V6GT, as well as a 1560-kHz IF.

>higher prices, and in some cases, much higher prices. For a specific 
>question, which is better: a model 800 or model 533? Does a model 1575 
>offer some testing capabilites the others don't?

"Better" depends on what you want to use it for. The later models test 
nuvistors and compactrons, the earlier models test old 4, 5, 6 and 7-pin 
bottles. I think there is only one that does both (the 6000) but it 


requires a separate socket plugin to switch between old and new. The 539 
lab tester has some extra meters a la the TV2 but does not do the newest tubes. 


Aside from that, most Hickoks use essentially the same strategy for testing. 
I am partial to the 600A because I have one and it serves my needs. It 
seems a bit easier to use than the TV7, but the test it performs is similar 
to that of the TV7. I use it for a go/no go check to cull out impossibly 

bad tubes, if they pass at all I just plug ‘em in a set and see if they work. 


Hickoks are pretty well built and reasonably stable over the years. The two 
Achilles' heels are the bias/English pots, which are special wire-wound 
units and can burn out if exposed to shorted tubes (do the shorts check 
FIRST) and the meters, which can lose their magnetism (and are unrepairable 
in that event). Of course, none of these parts are still available....

Bill Babb, VK3AQB, dropped by here today on his way back home. He also 
brought a couple copies of the Historical Radio Society of Australia 

(HRSA) mag "Radio Waves", and one of them -- the Jan 1999, No. 67 issue 

-- had a description of their method for redoing the rubber shock mounts on 
command set receivers. The article was written by one Peter Williams 

(no address given) 


They remove the shocks from the receiver if possible (remove 
obstructing objects if not) and grind off the staking collar at the 
bottom of the mounting post to allow removing the washer. Then the 
post & old rubber are removed, and the post drilled/tapped to accept a 
screw. Here's where they get sneaky: they place a washer followed 

by half a large grommet (large enough to fit inside the housing) on 
the post, then add a smaller grommet (sized to fit in the center hole 
in the shock housing -- some drilling may be required here), finally 


followed by another washer with a screw to hold the whole thing 
together. The small full grommet serves as the actual shock, while 

the half-grommet merely serves to prevent excessive side-to-side motion. 
Once the post is in place and the final washer added, the screw 
completes the assembly. If desired, the screw can be soldered to the 
washer (if both are the old brass type). 


When cutting the large grommet in half, they make the cut so that one 
half has the full shoulder still attached, and they use that part; the 
half without the shoulder is discarded. If the fit is too loose, they 
also insert plastic washers made of sheet stock on the shaft between the 
grommets; if the fit is too tight, they go the other way -- slicing off 
part of the shoulder on the half-grommet. NOTE: The half-grommet 
"shoulder" is placed in the hole of the full grommet below it. 

They did mention that the SCR-274-N units usually had easy-to-remove 
nuts, while the AN/ARC-5 units had nuts but were staked to the chassis. 


Not a bad approach, and entirely consistent with the "necessity is the 
mother of invention" adage. 


These boys are quite inventive -- the same issue had a picture 

and story on the wildest "cathedral set" you've ever seen. Picture in 
your mind a typical cathedral set, with tuning dial top center, logo 
centered below that, then speaker grille cutouts on either side below 
the logo, and the controls evenly spaced from left to right along the 
bottom: ON/OFF, TONE, TUNING, VOLUME. Pretty standard, eh? But 
what's this? A xdoor*?!! Yep -- the front door of the brick building 
is dead center, and the "controls" are round windows with those wild 
labels below them. This is the studio and office building of station 
2BH in Broken Hill, operating on 567 KHz with 70OQW 24 hours a day! 
How's xthat*x for a mind-blower?

We lost Frank. 


My pal who plans to take back 56-56 mc with a Five Meter 
Liberation Army just disappeared on I-20 going West, according to 
one of his bodyguards, a kid I call The WARmon, who was following 
him in a Toyota Land Cruiser. There was some sort of a slow down 
and when it cleared Frank swung around a Hunt Brothers semi and the 
WARmon never saw him again. 


The bodyguard made calls on his modified Archer Space Patrol 
handy talkie and on the Toyota's Polycom 5 which lost a few turns 
of wire to tune 57.27 mc, but Frank never came back.
